. 1 . Receipt is acknowledged of a certified copy of papers filed under 35 U.S. C 119 (a)-(d) 
based on an application filed in Europe on July 31, 2000. However, the foreign priority claim filed 
on October 17, 2003 was not entered because the foreign priority claim was not filed during the 
time period set forth in 37 CFR 1 .55(a)(1). It is noted that a priority claim was not present in the 
original application papers of July 31, 2001. For original applications filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a) 
(other than a design application) on or after November 29, 2000, the time period is during the 
pendency of the application and within the later of four months from the actual filing date of the 
application or sixteen months from the filing date of the prior foreign application. If applicant 
desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), (f) or 365(a) based upon a prior foreign application, 
applicant must file a petition for an unintentionally delayed priority claim (37 CFR 1 .55(c)). The 
petition must be accompanied by (1) the claim (i.e., the claim required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) and 
(f) and 37 CFR 1.55) for priority to the prior foreign application, unless previously submitted; (2) a 
surcharge under 37 CFR 1 . 17(t); and (3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim 
was due under 37 CFR 1 .55(a)(1) and the date the claim was filed was unintentional. The Director 
may require additional information where there is a question whether the delay was unintentional.

2. Applicant has not complied with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .63(c), since the oath, 
declaration or application data sheet does not acknowledge the filing of any foreign application.

3. Figure 3 is objected to because item 301 should be labeled (such as with "MAC device"; see 
37 CFR 1.83(a)). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended 
drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of 
the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was 
published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nelson, JR. et al. 
(US 2001/0033579). 

4. Regarding claims 1 and 6, Nelson discloses a MAC device (fig. 5, item 530; para. 113, lines 
1-5) for an access point (fig. 1, item 18-20) in a WLAN (fig. 1). The MAC device inherently 
comprises a controlling means, processing means (para. 1 13, lines 2-3) and transmitting and 
receiving means for wireless transmission (para. 113, line 2 and line 6). The controlling means 
controls the transmission and reception of data signals containing data symbols (fig. 2, items 41, 45 
and 51; figs. 3-4; para. 109; note: BPSK). The processing means detects a first signal portion in a 
received signal (fig. 4, item 415; fig. 5, steps 510-520) and detects a second signal portion (item 
420; step 530; para. 113, lines 1-4; note: entire message is determined to be received properly) that 
follows the first portion and has signal coding different from the first signal coding (note: Barker 
codes are not in the data payload; para. 105, lines 1-7; para. 109). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
